Applicants argue that a low pressure Hg vapor lamp is not a VUV excited light -emitting device. This argument is not convincing since 
these type of lamps are VUV excided light-emitting devices. This assertion is supported by the teaching s in paragraphs 8, 9 and 30 of 
U.S.' patent application publication 2002/0023670 and paragraphs 55 -56 of U.S. patent application publication 2007/0072093. These two 
references are not part of the rejection and are cited to support the Examiner's position an d to rebut applicants'. It is noted that page 7 of 
EP 21,536 state the lamp predominantly emits light having a wavelength of about 254 nm, not that it only emits light of about 254 nm as 
argued. .
